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If the owners agreed to these farfetched 
proposals, they would be stripping themselves of 
two fundamental economic rights - the rights to 
all profits made through the ownership of a team 
and the right to determine players' salaries on 
the basis of ability. 

Union chief Ed Garvey and the players are 
infringing on management territory when they 
ask for a cut of the profits. Employees of a 
business are not entitled to a portion of the profit: 
made by that business. And, whether they agree 
or not. the players arc simply employees of a 
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
